The substantial’work is being done in the various schools of 
this town. A splendid spirit of cooperation exists between parents 
and teachers so that the best possible opportunities are provided 
for the general welfare of the children. 

The Parent-Teacher Organizations a,re sharing a large part 
of the burden in the improvement of school property. 

The installation of electric lights and flush toilets at the 
Springs has been a great success and the same thing, should be 
done in respect to the toilets at the Chippenhook school as soon as 
the work can be conveniently accomplished. 

Improvements of this kind are of a permanent character 
and in the final analysis tend to reduce expense to the town.
